thinking. But we had better think clearly now 
or we shall meet disaster. 


The first result of the latest scare was the will 
ingness of the House of. Representatives to sur- 
render to the Senate and vote “the full amount’ 
of the unrealistic and dangerously deceptive ‘Mil- 
itary Assistance Program.” As we have pointed 
out, this program could not possibly furnish 
enough _assistance to keep the Russian land arm 
jes out of Western Europe in case of war, and 


times greater, or no mitterial should be sent at 
all. Better no dam at all than one which will 
hold at most only a quarter of the water expect- 
Nor can the opinions of a hun- 
dred five-star generals, or all the brass shout- 
ing together at the command of the State De- 
partment, dissolve this elementary fact or make 
the Military Assistance Program anything else 
than an act of foreknown folly. 


Yet consider how much further the scare- 
technique drove the conferees of the House. No- 
body has yet ventured to assert that the Military 
Assistance Program will deter the Russians from 
dropping Atom Bombs on the cities of Western 
Europe in case of war. Only installations in- 
finitely more costly than MAP could give those 
cities even a fifty-fifty chance of averting such 
attack. As a matter of cool calculation, it is 
possible that MAP aid might furnish just enough 
extra irritation to persuade the Soivet armies 
to employ the Atom Bomb in order to keep up 
to their timetable. In other words, use of the 
atomic weapon by the USSR in Western Europe 
is more likely because of the passage of MAP. 
But the point is the House conferees, in the 
greatest non sequitur of the year, were stamped- 
ed into voting for the amount requested by the 


We may expect more of these non sequiturs. 
We may expect them because the President’s 
amnouncement was made fer the purpese ef get- 
tine a scared and weary Congress to enact not 
only his military vrogram, but the whole pro- 
gram for the socialization of America. 

Here are a few other measures the Congress 
will be pressured to enact “because the USSR 
has the Bomb”: 


1. The economically and politically fantastic 
“Point Four” program for pouring more billions 
into the world’s “backward areas” at the ex- 
pense of the American taxpayer. (In this con- 
nection, definite evidence has come to us tend- 
ing to prove that one the main 
purpose—of “Point Four” is to allot vast sums 
of American money to create a great TV-type 
power development in the Jordan River Valley. 
This, of course, is to be for the benefit of the 
new “State of Israel.” We shall withhold com- 
ment on what this means until we can deal with 
it more fully.) 


2. Trade concessions to Britain and others that 
may be utterly ruinous to American agriculture, 
labor, business and industry. 

3. Socialized Medicine. 

4, Federal “Aid’”’ to Education. 

5. Repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. 

6. FEPC. 

7. New, vast subsidies for Agriculture to cush- 
ion the effect of trade advantages to Britain and 
others—a roundabout way of extracting dollars 
from taxpayers for socialist regimes abroad. 

8. Extensions of so-talled “Social Security.” 

9. More money and equipment for our “friend” 
Marshal Tito, and any other little Titos who may 
pop up itching for dollars. 

10. Heavier taxes on the American people— 
whether direct or hidden under the deceptive 
phrase “deficit spending.” 

In.sum, the Truman Palace Guard is subject- 
ing us to a continuous war scare with the Atom 


* will thus result in 100% waste of priceless ma- 
. teriel, Either the amount of aid should be many 
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Bomb so that it can consolidate its domestic 
power and build up the power of International 
Socialism, of which it is a part. It is committing 
the people of the United States to an arms race. 
Only now it is an arms race with the USSR in 
which the stake is the very existence of the Unit- 
ed States and the lives of millions of American 
men, women and children. 


“The basis upon which the forthcoming arms ° 


race rests is the fallacy that the existence of 
great armaments will deter the USSR from war. 
Rather, such armaments will make war inevit- 
able. Without them war is not inevitable. Thus 
another “step toward peace” is in its very _na- 
ture, an irrevocable stride toward war. 


Doubtless, the Truman Palace Guard, happy 
in the success so far achieved, thinks that it can 
continue to keep the U. S. economy on a war 
basis indefinitely and so manage an arms race as 
to stay in power indefinitely without war. It 
can do this by stimulating the war psychology. 
Only thus can it continually persuade Congress 
to milch the U. S. taxpayer for the benefit of 
nations whose interests are not our interests, 
but are actually opposed to ours, as well as to 
give the Palace Guard what it wants at home. 


eee ee eee this is playing 
with something worse than fire. The experience 

of mankind is, that armament races and the 
effort to overawe a possible opponent by piling 
up massive power are more likely to begin wars 
than to prevent them. Only those ignorant of 
history can have any faith that the arms race 
now in prospect will avert war. Viscount Grey, 
British Foreign Minister at the outbreak of the 
first World War pointed this out many years ago. 


Nor, in the atomic war that will inevitably 
follow such an arms race, is the United States 
certain of victory. Too much reliance is being 
Placed upon our head start in the development 
of the Bomb.That advantage is largely cancelled 
by the fact that our cities and industrial instal- 
lations are more vulnerable to atomic attack 
than are those of the USSR. 


The scales are further evened by the fact that, 
in stupidly choosing Europe as our battlefield, 
rather than to defend the Western Hemisphere, 
we are agreeing in advance to fight the kind of 
war most favorable to Russia. It is we and not 
the Russians who will have to maintain long and 
vulnerable sea lanes with great conscript armies 
at the other end—that is, if the strategy of the 
North Atlantic Alliance works at all. 


For us, the cost would be heavy. From such 
a war we would emerge a totalitarian socialist 
state. liberty would be gone. We 
should be to ldse millions of our sons and 
daughters, and perhaps half our great cities with 
their whole populations. Our standard of living 
would go down forever. Pestilence would stalk 
our land. And the weary survivors would only 
be able to look forward to a new conflict—when 
their leaders now become masters would whip 
them up by new fears to prepare for the Fourth 
World War—‘“the War against Asia,” for which 
the seeds would be sown by World War III, ex- 
actly as the seeds of World War II were sown 
by World War I, and the seeds of World War II 
sown by the inept leaders of World War I. 

Yes, we should be afraid. We should be afraid 
of what will ensue unless Congress suddenly de- 
velops a backbone and has the courage to say 
“NO!” to the Truman Palace Guard. 

If it does not, we are doomed. We will, liter- 
ally, have been scared into the death of the 
American Republic.

them. Hundreds of thousands of . refugees, he 
charged, -were getting little effective aid and were 
suffering from a food shortage and diseases caused 
by dietary deficiencies.’ 

_ “¥ cannot measure- how much effect the propa- 
ganda is having,’ he said, ‘but the refugees are defin- 
itely attracted by it. They are miserable and dis- 
Satisfied and see nothing to look forward to. If 
they are given any hope, they are willing to try 
anything.’ 

“*Fhe situation is so desperate,’ said an Egyptian 
@pokesman, ‘I wonder if the Western powers fully 
realize what it means to their hopes for peace. It 
means that just under a million people have been 
uprooted, impoverished, scattered hit-or-miss_ through 
the desert wastes, and for the most part ignored for 
more than a year. Is that a healthy situation? 
Does it make for stability, security or any of the 
ether conditions which are essential to peace, par-~- 
ticularly in an area like the Near East, where foreign 
interference already has brought about one disaster- 
@us war? 

“*"That foreign interference remains, and thanks 
to it, the trend is away from democracy and those 
things it stands for. Hundreds of thousands of un- 
happy people will grasp at promises, if in those 
promises there is at least hope of a better life. 

“‘Send help, a great deal more of it,’ he warned, 
‘and let Israel allow the refugees to return to their 
homes, as ordered by the United Nations in Decem- 
ber 1948, or Communism will succeed among the ref- 
ugees like it did among the similarly impoverished 
millions in the Far East’.” 

Do not be deceived: the Zionists and Soviets 
are working hand in hand and time will prove 
this to be all too true.
